Stein et al. need not 
have the same motivation as the Applicant to render the instant claims obvious. The Stein et al. reference does provide sufficient 
motivation, to heat the material to vaporization temperatures, which would overlap the temperatures to which the Applicant heats the 
compounds. The positive process step the Applicant employs in "thermally-treating" is heating to temperatures overlapping those 
suggested by Stein et al. The Office does not have requisite facilities to test to see whether the suggested degree of heating causes the 
indicated NMR profile. Since the positive step to achieve such result is sufficiently suggested , it is prima facie obvious that the result 
would flow naturally from the performance of the step. . 
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
